her with murder. Mrs. Tanner was 
the con panion of E. B. Hogan, cotton | 
broker, on Wednesday night, when he | 
was shot to death on a lonely road en-| 
tering the Oreco hills development, 10) 
miles from the city. 

The warrant was issued at the 4i- 
rection of Solicitor General Charles I. 
Garrett and Sheriff J. R. Hicks, and 
eharges Mrs. Tannef witn firmg the 
shot that killed Hogan, the solicitor 
stated. 

On the day following the murder of} 
Hogan, Mrs, 
ington county, her old home. Deputies | 
placed her under arrest there today | 
and rushed her to this city. She is 
being closely questioned. 

The sheriff's office announced that 
a prominent Macon man will also be 
questioned concerning the case. 

three deputies made the trip to 
Washington county to arrest Mrs. 


Tanner. They found her at the home 
of her father, Jeff Tanner, a 
charic of Sandersville. His residence | 
was in the country, some distance 
from town. 

Information from Sandersville is io 
the effect that Mrs. Tanner first m‘1r- 
ried Macon West, in 1918, and he died 
during the flu epidemic, in 1918. 

Three years ago she married Archie 
Tanner, her first cousin, who operated 
a cotton -warehouse at Sandersville. 
He shot himself while in his office a 
few months later. 

Shortly after the suicide of this 
husband, Mrs. Tanner went to Florida, 
then she came to Macon. 

The sheriff's deputies said that the 
man who would be questioned was 
formerly from Sandersville and went 
to Florida at the time that Mrs. Tan- 
ner went there. He also came to Ma- 
con, it was stated. 

“{rs. Tanner is 37 years of age, 
according to th> record taken at the 
jail. She\looks much younger. 

Story of Crime. 

Hogan left his home, 452 College 
street, at 9 p. m. Wednesday night, 
telling other members of. the house- 
hold that he “had a date,” and after- 
wards intended to spend the 1 ‘ght 
with friends in Ingleside. He _ pro- 
ceeded straight to the residence of 
Mrs. Tanner and they went out for 
a ride,

the “blue law’’ enforcement erusade 
now in effect in South Carolina and 
with Governor John G. Richards fur- 
nishing the legal machinery brought 
about the * ‘comie opera’ ’ situation now 
existing in South Carolina on Sun- 
days. 

The sermon was delivered Sunday, 
February 6, at the Arsenal Hill Pres- 
byterian church by Rey. S. K. Phillips. 
Governor Richards heard the sermon. 
On the following Saturday Governor 
Richards called in his state constables 
and from that hour on “the fourth 
commandment” in spirit became. an 
integral part of the statutory laws of 
the s.ate to all intents and purposes, 

From the “law enforcement’’ cam- 
paign launched by the governor at 
that time has come closed drug stores 
on Sunday, the prohibition of the sale 
of gasoline, oil, tires and automobile 
service; prohibition of the sale of all 
soft drinks, cigars and tobacco and 
the arrest of morg than a score of 
citizens for playing golf on Svnday 
at clubs and resorts. Pullman dining 
cars will not even sell mineral water 
and ginger ale on Sunday. A spirit 
of turmoil and bitter strife was cre- 
ated in the state and in spite of con- 
demnation and denunciation of news- 
papers and prominent citizens, the gov- 
ernor is going ahead with his campaign 
and enforce the “blue laws” to the lim- 
it, he told The Constitution corre- 
| spondent.

Chancellor Charles M. Snelling, in 
announcing tonight that he had di- 
rected the five students to withdraw 
declared that his 
action automatically removed them 
from the rolls and that they no long- 
‘er were considered members of the 
university community. He added that 
he expected them to leave the séhool 
as soon as they could arrange their af- 
fairs. 

“The question of freedom of speech 
is not iuvolyed,” the chancellor said 
in annouricing his decision to discipline 
the publishers of the newspaper. “The 
University of Georgia stands for that 
principle. There is a difference, how- 
ever, between liberty and license. The 
authorities of the university must be 
and should be the ones to say where 
liberty ends and where license begins. 
The university cannot agree to the 
publication of a newspaper by stu- 
dents in which they fail to keep within 
the bounds of courtesy and decent dis- 
cussion and even descend to the plane 
of scurrility and libel. 

“No excuse existed for this pub- 
lication, There are many and ample 
avenues through which students may 
bring their criticisms and grievances. 
The attacks made roon the adminis- 
trative heads, the tr stees and heads 
of several departments not only merit 
the description given them by the 
faculty committee but were also sub- 
versive of that good order without 
which no institution can meet its 
responsibilities and discharge its ob- 
ligations. 

“The university owes a duty to the 
state and to the parents who entrust 
their sons and daughters to its care. 
The state has provided for the in- 
stitution a governifg body and: that 
hody has provided a chancellor and 
faculty to discharge that duty.’ hey 
are as deeply interested in all that 
is best for the youth of Georgia as 
any body of men can be. They are 
fair-minded men who are devoted | 
above all other things to the best 
interests of the students.

More than $3,000,000 in cream prod- 
ucts were manufactured in Georgia 
in 1925, placing this state in the up- 
per division in that industry, the fed- 
eral department of commerce an- 
nounced today in a statistical review 
of ice cream production. Georgia had 
22 plants engaged in the manufacture 
of ice cream as against 2,790 for the 
entire country, it was reported.

called “a religious bigot,” “a meddle 
some old fanatic,” “a self-starting po- 
litical jackass,’’ “top sergeant to the 
Deity,” and numerous other epithets. 
There is no doubt that resentment is 


general in Columbia and the larger 
cities. Both newspapers in Colum- 
bia as well as leading newspapers in 
other parts of the state, are opposing 
the policies of the governor in varying 
degrees of vigor. 


Sunday Golf, the Real Cause. 


On one thing, however, all sides 

seem to be agreed. This is the fact 
that golf playing on Sunday is one of 
the things the governor is trying to 
stop. The governor himself stated 
that he is opposed with all his strength 
to Sunday golf playing, declaring that 
it is a clear violation of the “blue 
law.” His opponents declare that his 
chief animus is against golf playing 
on Sunday and that he was forced to 
include all other inhibitions of the 
“blue laws” in his program in order 
to reach the golfers. To reach the 
golfers the governor is willing to stop 
the sale of gasoline, soft drinks, news- 
papers on Sundays and to stop base- 
ball, tennis, fishing and all other 
sports according to his critics. 
For four Sundays the state con- 
stables and sheriffs have been round- 
ing up golf players at various clubs 
but out of nearly thirty arrests not 
one person has been convicted. The 
juries in the cases placed on trial have 
acquitted the defendants with remark- 
able celerity remaining in session on 
each occasion but a few minutes. 


Governor Richards is a “Presbyte- 
rian of the old school.” . The “old 
school” variety of Presbyterians ven- 
erate Sabbath observance above, near- 
ly anything else either in this “world 
or the next. The governor went into 
‘office last January and his opponents 
claim that he carried all his “old 
school Presbyterian” training into of- 
fice with him and that the confusion 
of church laws with secular laws in 
his mind has led him to merge both 
into some kind of a code which he is 
now endeavoring to impose on his peo- 
ple. They declare that the governor 
is “ereed bound”. and has in his power 
the civil law machinery. Hence they 
say the enforcement of the “‘blue law” 
is the answer. 

The Political Aspect. 


Aside from the religious phase of 
the situation the governor is known as 
a shrewd politician. Not many of the 
governor's constituents are golf play- 
ers on Sunday or any other day. The 
governor himself would not know a 
niblick from a stymie and probably is 
proud of it. He comes from a smal] 
town, like other small towns which 
have observed “blue laws” by local 
ordinances for centuries. The ma- 
jority of his constituents come from 
such towns and from the rural sec- 
tions where enforcement or non-en- 
forcement of “blue laws” makes no 
difference in the Sunday life of the 
people. 

This condition leaves a position open 
for the governor to step in as leader 
in enforcement of a set of laws which 
ultimately cannot cause inconvenience 
to the great mass of his people yet 
can cause serious inconvenience and 
injury to those who live in the cities 
and resort towns of South Carolina. 
The whole “blue law” situation then 
resolves itself into a “law enforcement” 
campaign where the law to be enforced 
strikes but a few people while the 
great mass of the people are left un- 
touched and in a condition where some 
of them are ready to pat on the back 
the director of the law enforcement. 
Such a situation always appeals to a 
shrewd politician and some of his 
opponents assert that the governor 
has kept his weather eye peeled toward 
the political side in this case while 
he wildly waves the flag of patriotism 
and morality. 

Sincerity Is Claimed,

Prefacing his charge with the 
statement that he finds sentiment 
growing in favor’ of Jaw enforcement 
all over the circuit, Judge Hutcheson 
in part, said: 

“We have just such citizens in our 
State and nation as the home turns 
out, Whether or not the next gen- 
eration shall be law abiding depends, 


to a large extent upon the attitude of 
the fathers and mothers of today and 
the responsibility is upon them to im- 
press upon the minds of their chil- 
dren the obligation of observing the 
laws of the land. It may be useless 
to try to reform the parent of ,today 
on ‘certain lines, but now is the time 
to undertake substantial work for the 
guidance of the parents of tomorrow. 


Children to Determine. 


“The attitude of the boys and the 
girls in their families and in the homes 
of our neighborhoods toward prohibi- 
tion and Sunday observance will de- 
termine, to a large degree, whether 
15 or 20 years hence the law is to be | 
Observed or whether this is to be a 
nation of law violators, or one of 
Genscientious loyal Americans. 

-We cannot expect a boy to be law 
abiding citizen when his tather does 
not observe the Jaw. There are a lot 
of things that a boy sees around home 
that he knows is against the law. The 
boy is not going to rise much higher 
than the standard fixed by his father. 

“Most of our people in this section 
are law abiding people; they believe 
in the observance of and enforcement 
of the law; they stand for righteous- 
néss and clean government; but there 
is-an element which has always been 
with us, and possibly will always be 
with us that do not observe and obey 
the law; but we can hold them in 
check by rigedly enforcing the law.

he is sincere in his approval of the 
“blue laws.” He denied emphatically 
that he is advocating the principle 
that the “best way to get rid of a bad 
law is to enforce it.” The governor 
does not believe the Sunday “blue 
laws” of South Carolina, some of 
which date back to 1691 but all of 
which were reenacted by the 1922 leg- 
islature, are “bad laws.” He believes 
they are “wholesome laws,” said they 
have been upheld by the supreme 
court of his state and that it is his 
duty as governor to enforce them, “as 
well as all other laws on the statute 
books.” The governor expressed sur- 
prise that the sheriffs and previous 
administrations had not been enforc- 
ing these laws. 

The story of the effect of the gov- 
ernor’s campaign has been told in the 
newspapers almost daily since it was 


players gt Camden and Aiken; two 
fashionable winter resorts and golf 
players .in exclu8ive clubs of Green- 
ville, Ridgeland, Hartsville and Sum- 
ter have been arrested by sheriffs and 
by state constabulary. An aviator 
was arrested at Florence, charged 
with carrying passengers to ride on 
Sunday while arrests for selling ciga- 
rettes on Sunday have been made in 
Columbia and several other places. Up 
to the present not one of the golf play- 
ers arrested has been convicted. The 
only convictior. has come in cases in- 
volving the sale of cigarettes on Sun- 


day. 
Attacked in Legislature. 


Governor Richards is accused by 
opponents in the state legislature in 
speeches they have made on the floor 
of trying to function as a legislator 
as well as executive. They assert that 
the governor is “interpreting” the 
“blue laws” to conform ty his line of 
thought. They say that “golf” is not 
mentioned in any of the s‘atutes and 
that the governor arbitrarily has in- 
structed the 12 constables working un- 
der his direction to arrest persons 
for playing golf on Sunday. They 
assert that this is an encroachment 
of the legislative function. 


_On the other hand the governor has 
“interpreted” the laws merely pending 
a decision of the supreme court. In 
a case in Aiken an injunction was 
granted restraining the governor from 
interfering with Sunday golf players 
and this is the case in which the 
question will be carried to the supreme 
court according t»% the governor’s close 
friends. 

The “modified” law passed by the 
legislature last Thursday was writ- 
ten so as to exempt golf playing al- 
though golf is not mentioned in the 
measure. The bill prohibits “noisy 
and boisterous” games and during the 
debate it was stated that golf was not 
such a game ‘and would not fall under 
the class of games prohibited. It also 
prohibits “public games for profit.” 
The modified law permits the Sun- 
day sale, excen. “during church hours” 
of gasoline, oil, tires, newspapers, 
milk and ice but would prohibit: tke 
Sunday sale of soft drinks, tebacco, 
cigars, cigarettes and ice cream. Meals 
prepared by caterers and served by 
hotels and restaurants would be per- 
mitted. 

New Bill Expected. 


Governor Richards, in discussing 
this law with The Constitution repre- 
sentative, intimated that he would 
veto the measure Monday and give 
his reasons for vetoing it in a special 
message to accompany the veto. To 
pass the bill over the veto of the 
governor would require a two-thirds 
vote of both houses and it is freely 
stated that this number cannot be 
obtained by supporters of the modi- 
fied bill. 

Another bill, which will meet with 
the governor’s approval, will ! _ in- 
troduced if the governor vetoes the 
“modified” bill Monday, it was pre- 
dicted by leaders in the two houses. 

The series of old statutes known as 
the “Blue Laws,” if strictly enforced, 
would prohibit virtually every sport 
and game on Sundays in South Caro- 
linu and also prohibit the sale of any 
commodity whick is not an actual 
necessity. The section covering sports 
and games is particularly drastic and 
reads a sfollows: 

“Public sports prohibited on the 
Lord’s day. No public sports or pas- 
time, as bear-baiting, bull-fighting, 
football playing, horse racing, inter- 
ludes or common plays or other games, 
exercises, sports or pastimes, such 
as hunting, shooting, chasing game or 
fishing, shall be used on the Lord’s 
day by any person. or persons what- 
soever; and every person or persons 
offending in any of the premises shall, 
upon conviction, be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and be subject to a fine 
not to exceed $50 or imprisonment not 
to exceed 30 days.” 

Sale of certain articles on Sunda 
is prohibited in the following section: 

“No person or persons whatsoever 
shall publicly cry, show forth or ex- 
pose for sale, eny wares, merchandise, 
fruit, herbs, goods or chattels whatso- 
ever, upon ‘the Lord’s day, or. any 
part thereof, upon pain that . every 
person so offending shall forfeit the 
same goods so cried or showed forth 
vr exposed to sale.” 

Retail druggists of the state, who 
voluntarily have closed their stores on 
Sunday since the enforcement cam- 
paign was inaugurated, have adopted 
resolutions calling for repeal of the 
law or passage of measures of relief. 


The Ludicrous Side. 


Many ludicrous incidents have 
mingled with the serious in the situ- 
ation which developed over the ¢€.- 
forcement of the “blue laws.” It is 
stated by a reliable man of Columbia 
that one of his friends went to a 
drug store to get a soft drink on Sun- 
day. The drug store was closed. He 
sought to purchase a paper from a 
news stand and the news stand was 
closed,

The question of “blue law” enforce- 
ment was not rais ~ by any of the 
eleven candidates in the recent race 
for governor. Nearly all of them an- 
nounced blanket platforms in which 
they stated they favored “law enforce- 
ment” but the Sunday law was not 
even discussed in the campaign.

Thinks lVublicity ‘Will Help. 

The governor was asked if he felt 
that the publicity growing out of the 
enforcement had injured or would in- 
jure his state. 

“No sir, it will help the state,” the 
governor said. “The fact that we 
believe in law enforcement in this 
state can do nothing but help it. Why 
since this thing started we have just 
received the announcement that one 
of the biggest waterpower companies 
in the world will be established in 
this state. 
the greatest era of prosperity we have 
ever enjoyed. If there is anybody 
who wants to move out of the state 
because of the enforcement -of laws 
then I will he glad to bid him a po- 
lite adieu.” 

Hurting State, Say Others. 

Newspaper men questioned about 
the water power announcement, de- 
clared that this project has been un- 
der way for years and that the an- 
nouncement of the development itself 
has been held up in newspaper offices 
for at least six months pending the 
perfection of som* legal matters.

It is stated that not one of his daugh- 
ters, and he has eleven, has ever been 
permitted to ride a train on Sunday. 

Well informed newspaper men of 
Columbia, who have followed the gov- 
ernor’s crusade since its inception, ex- 
press the belief that it will simmer 
down to quietude in a short time and 
that in six or eight weeks will sce a 
restoration of old conditions by the 
common and tacit consent of all the 
people. The first delay in the case 
will come when the matter is carried 
to the supreme court in the Aiken in- 
junction proceedings and with the law 
snugly resting in the archives of the 
court awaiting a decision they declare 
that interest in the whole matter will 
lag.

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change are of an engineering and 
technical nature and will be worked 
out through the consulting engineers 
as soon as possible. 

“This meetings leads toward a defi- 
nite solution of the plans for the via- 
ducts when bonds are made available.”

82,000,000 in damages and construc- 
tion expenses.” 

The general impression of railroad 
heads and viaducts leaders is that 
the attitude of the railroads clears 
away the last obstacle to the wuild- 
ing of viaducts and that details of 
the new plan will be worked out with- 
in the near future and submitted to 
both sides for formal approyal and 
ratification. After this work is ex- 
pected to start within a short time. 

Those at Conference. 

Present at the conference Friday 
afternoon were J. Hill, president 
of the N., C. & St. lL. railway, and 
the company’s engineers and general 
manager, and C Wickersham, 
president and general manager of the 
Georgia railroad, and his engineers.

= originally suggested by railroads, did 


not involve lowering of the tracks, 
but did provide for the Central avenue 
offset, and it was this that caused a 
lot of protest from abutting property 
owners. 

Walter F. Schultz, of Memphis, 
Tenn., consulting engineer, will be 
instructed to prepare details and 
specifications for the viaducts under 
the change in plans, and costs and 
extimates will be made, it was stated. 

Leaders Are Jubilant. 

The council bridge committee, May- 
or Ragsdale and members of the bond 
commission expressed great enthusi- 
asm over the splendid cooperation of 
the railroads in the matter, stating 
that the railroads have done all things 
possible to aid the city in speeding 
up the work, and have been a general 
great help in working out details of 
the proposition. 

A bond issue of $1,000,000 as the 
city’s share of the viaducts expense 
has been voted by the city, and awaits 
the settlement of suits now pending 
in the courts, brought by property 
owners, before it can be sold and the 
money directed toward the viaducts 
construction. 

It was stated Saturday that an 
early settlement of court suits is ex- 
pected now in view of the change in 
plans and the consequent lessening of 
opposition through the elimination of 
certain undesirable features, such as 
the Central avenue offset. 


STUDENT-EDITORS 
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tee, appointed by the chancellor to 
consider the general tone and char- 
acier of the newspaper, reported its 
findings at a general faculty meeting 
late yesterday. Headed by Dr. T. J. 
Woofter, dean of education, the com- 
mittee reported that: 

“*The Jconoclast’ is grossly dis- 
courteous, is in some articles scurillous 
and in one or more articles probably 
libelous; that students who have com- 
plaints to make against the officials 
or policies of the university have 
ready access to the constituted au- 
thorities, who give them patient and 
sympathetic hearing; that while sjn- 
cere student opinion and genuine con- 
structive criticism, courteously and re- 
sponsibly expressed, should be wel- 
comed, and there should be on the 
campus ample opportunity for full 
and free discussion, nevertheless, pub- 


‘lications should be free from. libelous 


or scurrilous matter and students who 
show their unwillingness to keep with- 
in the bounds of courtesy and decent 
discussion should not be allowed to 
remain members of the university com- 
munity.” 

“The Iconoclast” appeared a week 
ago last Monday with the explanation 
by its editor that the “Red and Black” 
had ignored certain happenings on the 
campus which “The Iconoclast” 
thought should be made public in the 
university student newspaper. 


It referred among other things to 


what it termed was the action of the 
prudential committee, representing the 


general board of trustees, in passing a- 
resolution, which, it was alleged, 


would result in censorship of speake 
ers and lecturers at the university. 
Under the caption: “The Pru- 
dential Menace to Freedom,” the lead- 
ing article on page one asserted that 
the prudential committee theory was 
wrong and charged H. J. Rowe, a 


member of the committee, with “grati- 
fying personal desires and serving per- 
sonal interests with the objective of 
running the Y. M. C. A. off the 
campus.” 


Chancellor Attacked. 


Discussing the duties of the chan- 
cellor, “The Iconoclast,” declared: “If 
he can’t say no to the usurpers and 
tell them where to head in—if he . 
cant fight for the interests of the | 
student body as against those of poli- ~ 
ticlans; if he can’t protect academic 
freedom and liberty of press and 
thought for the students—then the 
student body will begin to ask for a 
more astute and braver chancellor 
who is to be a man of his own mind.” 

Another article charged that ath- 
letes were “subsidized. by alumni 
scholarships,” asserting: “At a time 
when the institution is groaning for 
more funds the patriotic alumni came 
to the rescue with ‘scholarships’ of 
free tuition and $40 a month. With 
these scholarships athletes go to col- 
lege for four years. They go to school 
every now and then, but that is more 
or less of a formality. That he is 
anything but a professional can be 
denied by no one. The idea that by 
them is built up a school spirit is a 
mockery and a delusion. 

“It would seem that the object of 
athletics in a college would be the 
elimination of spindley-shanked schol- 
ars, but in reality it is not so at the 
university, The spindley-shanked 
scholar receives absolutely no atten- 
tion while the brawny athlete receives 
all the attention of the coaches.”’ 

Referring to tke proposed $200,000 
stadium for the university, the news- 
paper declared: 

“To spend such an amount of money 
for a mighty and useless stadium and 
not one cent for a much-needed dormi- 
tory is one of the biggest incongrui- 
ties of the decade, The very idea is 
almost ‘repulsive to newspaper men 
who know the true state of affairs.’’ 

Claims Hazing Not Handled. 


Colonel James W. Ware, military 
commandant at the university, was 
described as a “figurehead;” while 
the chancellor and dean and faculty 
were charged with having failed to 
handle the question of hazing and of 
“nassing the buck” when the students 
attempted to deal with it themselves. 

In the leading editorial, the editor 
pointed out that the faculty have 
urged students te think and declared, 
“we are taking that advice. We are 
thinking for ourselves and expressing 
ourselves in a fair and square man- 
ner. Are we to be censored for so 


doing ?’’

Shanghai, March 19. -— (United 
News. )—Capture of Shanghai by Can- 
tonese nationalists and the decisive 
defeat of the North China allies in the 
entire area south of the Yangtze river 
seemed more probable than ever to- 
night as guns boomed within hearing 
distance of this Chinese trading capi- 
tal. 

Sunkiang, the largest town between 
Kashing and Shanghai on the Shang- 
hai-Ningpo railway, tonight was re- 
ported to have been captured by the 
Cantonese from the Shantung soldiers 
of Marshal Chang Chung-Chang. Sun- 
kiang is 30 miles south of Shanghai. 
The Cantonese previously had cap- 
tured Ningpo, Hangchow and Kash- 
ing, the- principal railway towns in 
Chekiang province, 

Resistance Collapsing. 

Shanghai's capitulation to the na- 
tionalists seemed more imminent each 
hour today as reports from the tront 
to the south and west and northwest 
of this city indicated that the south- 
ern invaders were smasming through 
to their objectives, The resistance of 
the north China soldiers seemed to 
be collapsing, despite their excellent 
equipment and comparatively high 
morale. 

Much depended upon the attitude of 
General Pi Shou-Chen, commander of 
the north China garrison here. There 
have been indications that General lt 
might aligd himself with the Can- 
tonese, 

The strike situation was becominz 
worse today and business was in bad 
shape. 

Orders were issued today for the 
entire United States marine corps con- 
tingent to parade Monday in full kit, 
tin hats and bayonets fixed.

Foreigners were inclined to 
look without fear on the possibility 
tbat the Chinese area of Shanghai 
might come under Cantonese control, 
and this seemed to be the attitude of 
a majority of the Chinese. 

It was reperted that the Cantonese 
today had approached within 30 miles 
of Nanking, the large city on the bor- 
der of Kiangsi and Anhui provinces 
through which passes the railway 
which is the only connecting link be- 
tween the north China soldiers in the 
Shanghai area and their base of sup- 
plies in the north. 

Lishui, a town 40 miles southeast 
of Shanghai, was reported to have been 
captured by the Cantonese. Capture 
of Nanking would give the Cantonese 
control of all China south of the 


Yantze river. 

Persistent rumors here today said 
that the British government was char- 
tering additional transports to carry 
10,000 British troops to Shanghai, and 
that they would be dispatched as svon 
as possible.

| For Bankruptcy of Farmers 


_ Newly-Appointed Agri- 
cultural Economist and 


Statistician Points Out 
Two Factors of Success. 


Success on the farm in the south 
depends on two factors, maximum pro- 
- duction plus prefitable arketing, ac- 
_ cording to Martin Amorous. state cot- 


ton statistician and agricultural econ- 
omist. Mr. Amorous said history 
shows that curtailing acreage does not 

n the volume of crops or increas- 
ed acreage make larger crops of cotton. 


Mr. Amorous is an authority on the 
Subject of cotton in the south. He 
Was appointed recently as successor 
to the late Martin V. Calvin. 


My. Amorous declares his belief 
that the large number of bankruptcies 
among farmers is due directly to the 

“rotten system” of marketing under 
which the mass of farmers now 
operate. He invites criticisms and 
hopes, he says, to change this “arbi- 
trary artificial system of marketing.” 

The statement follows: 

“To curtail planted acres of cot- 
ton, histor, shows, does not lessen 
volume of crops, nor does increasing 
acres make large crops. In 1925 
Texas raised four million bales on 
sixteen million acres, and in other 
years we have raised five million bales 
on eight million acres. To curtail 
acreage as measured by 1926, means 
to abandon over fourteen million 
acres. Taxes and interest on invest- 
ments and mortgages on this idle land 
can not be paid by any reasonable in- 
crease in price of cotton. There is 
no assurance, and the history of the 
cotton trade shows, that in vears of 
lower crops we did not get better 
prices. VDrices of cotton are not based 
on the cost of production, vor freight 
rates. 

Acreage Compared. 

“Including 1920 and up to 1926, 
Georgia had several hundred thousand 
acres more in corn than in cotton, 
hence Georgia is not a one crop cot- 
ton state. We only had 20 per cent, 
or less, of the farm lands of Georgia 
in cotton for the past six years, 80 
per cent therefore was in diversified 
crops, and it has been the six leanest 
years for farm earnings in the history 
of the state. 
cotton over cost of production is es- 
sential for Georgia farm solvency. 

“Government accredited system of 
marketing cotton places in the hands 
of the buyers the pricing of the farm- 
ers’ cotton, regardless of supply and 
demand. Under United States law, 
New York is the final market for all 
cotton grown in the United States. 
The New York cotton exchange is 
limited to trade in one grade of cot- 
ton, known as middling 7-S inch, and 
longest staple. This grade is about 25 
per cent of a normal crop. The pric- 
ing of all other grades, under the law, 
is fixed in 10 local spot markets, these 
prices are agreed upon by local buy- 
ers from time to time to suit their 
buying and selling needs. Once a 
month the average prices of these 10 
spot markets are used on the New 
York cotton exchange to settle differ- 
ences in future contracts. All cot- 
ton mills protect the price level for 
the year by trading on the New York 
cotton exchange. The mills make four 
separate trades before getting a bale 
of cotton into their mill, two of which 
‘are made on the exchange. The spot 
cotton merchant, who contracts to sup- 
ply the actual cotton, makes five dif- 
‘ferent trades before delivering the bale 
to the mill, two of which are made on 
the exchange. The mills in Georgia 
do not buy their cotton from the 
Georgia farmer. The mills in Geor- 
gia have no advantage in buying cot- 
ton over the mill in Massachusetts by 
reuson of its location in the cotton 
fields. 

Not Supply and Demand. 

“In this system of marketing there 
‘ss no element of supply and demand 
fixing the prices of the farmers’ cot- 
ton. If the farmers produce sixteen 
million bales of cotton in one year, 
and.the mills actually need fifteen 
million bales in that same year, under 
this marketing system, the farmer is 
compelled to sell the fifteen million 
bales at less than cost to produce and

“I assert the bankruptcy of the 
farmer is Que to the rotten system of 
marketing accredited by the United 
States zovernment, under what © is 
known as the United States cotton 
futures act. 

“I solicit questions and criticism 
from anybody. ‘The ebject of my fu- 
ture articles is for the purpose of 
changing the arbitrary, artificial sys- 
tem of marketing cotton. Cotton is 
stili king for the enriched dealer and 
cotton mill, but is the ezar and tyrant 
of the cotton planter.”

The National Congress of Colored 
Parents and Teachers association, 
which was organized in 1916, will 
meet in Nashville, Tenn., July 25-26. 

A brief statement sent out by the 
national president makes the follow- 


ing reference ot the history of the or: | 


ganization : 

“Because of the growing interest 
in paregt-teacher associations among 
the colored people in those states 
maintaining separate schools for the 
races and, because of the increasing 
number of associations being formed in 
those states it was deemed logical to 
organize these associations into a na- 
tional bedy which would give oppor- 
tunity for development of leadership 
among the members as well as to cre- 
ate inspiration and deeper interest in 
the work and thereby accomplish bet- 
ter and larger results. 

“The National Congress of Parents 
and Teachers (white) is a ‘Big Sis- 
ter’ to the National Congress of Col- 
ored Parents and Teachers. There 
is a national advisory committee com- 
posed of white and colored members. 
A state advisory committee composed 
of white and colored members and 
when and where feasible a like com- 
mittee will function between the lo- 
eal groups. In this way, the national 
Congress of Parents and ‘Teachers, 
with its 30 years of experience, acts 
in an advisory capacity to the Na- 
tional Congress of Colored Parents 
and Teachers ‘so that the same stand- 
ards and objects may be assured in 
both.’ 

“The National Congress of Colored 
Parents and Teachers function in those 
states where separate schools are 
maintained for the races, and in those 
schools desiring to affiliate with the 
National Congress of Colored Par-ents 
and Teachers.’ 

Delegates are expected as far away 
as Delaware and West Virginia.

He liked 
to box for a decision, but if there was 
any doubt about winning, or if he was 
hit hard enough to feel annoyed, he 
could put over a one punch knockout 
whenever he wanted to. Jeffries often 
told me he was afraid to hit hard, and 
that he always held back his finishing | 
punch for fear he might kill some- 
body. Little Tommy Burns had a 
great punch for a man weighing only 
163 pounds—his weight in the John- 
son fight in Australia. He knocked 
out a lot of heavyweights without 
wasting much time. Jess Willard was 
good n. ‘ured and liked to box and 
look afound at the crowd, and hold 
his jaw for the other fellow to hit. 

Liked Ketchel. 

Jack Johnson was a cautious, de- 
fensive fighter, but he had a punch 
anc could use it in emergency. When 
Johnson fought Stanley Ketchel, the 
walloping middleweight champion, he 
wanted to win without hurting 
Ketchel, and he didn’t want to knock 
Ketchel out. 

“I like Ketchel.” Johnson told me. 
“TIe’s the only fighter I ever met 


who treats me like a gentleman.” | 
But Ketchel hit Johnson behind the 
ear and dropped him for a nine-second 


count. Johnson got up, reeling, and 
met Ketchel’s wild rush with one right 
hand punch that knocked out all of 
Stanley’s front teeth and knocked 
Stanley out for ten minutes. Johnson 
cried as he helped carry Ketchel to 
his corner. He didn’t mean to do so 
much damage. But he had his punch, 
and he let it go. 

As for Jack Dempsey—his punch- 
ing exploits are too recent in ring 
history to have been forgotten. He 
massacred the gigantic Willard in the 
first round, and he knocked JYirpo 
down seven times in the first round al- 
though knocked down three times him- 
self—once out of the ring. He knocked 
out big Carl Morris with a single 
punch; Fulton in 14 seconds. The 
sensational fighting Jack Dempsey 
will be remembered when we sit 
through a bunch of decision bouts in 
coming years. 

Jack Dempsey may figure in the 
last elimination bouts that will give 
Rickard a chance to pick the man 
who will draw most money in a Tun- 
ney fight. But 1 doubt it. Dempsey 
has been a very sick man for several 
months. His trouble began early last 
year and undoubtedly was responsible 
for his lack of speed and punch in the 
fight that cost him the championship. 
A few months after the fight Dempsey 
developed an infected arm, and then 
the doctors X-rayed him and found 
that he had a “focus of infection” in 
the intestines that had gradually 
poisoned him until he was in a serious 
condition.

base. 
These interesting salaries. therefore, 


come out of the pockets of the cash 


customers, but the latter are only per- 
mitted to know what is considered best 
for them. : 

When Ty Cobb signed with the Ath- 

letics, the fans were given to under- 
stand that he received $75.000 in sal- 
ary and bonus for 1927. That figure 
has been challenged repeatedly by men 
who know better, but Connie Mack 
and Cobb take the attitude that it’s 
nobody’s business. 
_ Now comes the question of the sal- 
ary paid Babe Ruth, a subject of 
even greater popular interest. The 
Babe’s salary is paid in full out of 
the pockets of the fans he draws to 
the various ball parks. Will they be 
told truthfully what he is paid? 

Salaries are what the magnates re- 
luctantly pay the players, knowing 
that without the latter there would 
be no game. Both magnates and play- 
ers are on the defensive, constantly 
looking for a chance to snatch the odd 
dollar. It is a business—not a.sport, 
and what's paid is none of the fan's 
business. Let the fans keep in line 
and have the correct change ready— 
that’s the attitude.

LATERAL PASS 
WILL ALTER 
FOOTBALL 


BY FRANK GETTY. 
New York, March 19.—When the 


new football rules go into effect next 
fall the importance of the part played 
by a coach in the success of a college 
team will be emphasized. 

The rule providing comparative im- 
punity for the lateral pass is the most 
important of the new regulations as 
far as strategy is concerned, and in 
this connection it will be a race of 
wits between football coaches to take 
advantage of the change. 

Kiveryone agrees that the attack 
will be more varied, and the defense 
placed at a considerable disadvantage 
by this rule, 

Heretofore, when a runr.r has been 
tackled, he has given thought only to 
falling forward and clinging tightly 
to the ball. To have risked tossing it 
to a teammate would have been un- 
thinkable, in view of the risk in- 
volved. The chances would have been 
all in favor of a player on the defense 
snatching up the ball if it fell to the 
ground, for the defensive team would 
be headed towards the spot, whereas 
the offense theoretically would be go- 
ing in the direction of tae runner, It 
is the prineiple which applies to a 
blocked kick—so oftea recovered by 
the blocker or a teammate char ing 
through towards the kicker’s goal. 

Now, when tackled, a runner can 
risk tossing the ball to a teammate, 
knowing that if anything goes wrong, 
it will be a dead ball and they can 
be tried over. 

New plays, involving such considera- 
tions, must be worked out by the 
coaches. Fast, shiftly, brainy backs 
will be more in demand than ever, 
but it will be the coaches who’ wili 
assume responsibility for putting the 
new lateral pass plays into effect. 

It is interesting to note that Yale 
coacues believe several seasons must 
elapse before the lateral pass reaches 
its best usage. This is evidence of 
the importance of the coaches as‘com- 
pared to the players. It is as much 
as to say that football men in col- 
lege today probably will not have a 
chance to play the game as provided 
by the rules of 1927. After the 
coaches have worked out their the- 
ories of several seasons, the teams of 
1930 and thereafter may benefit by 
the changes.

Worth $50,000,000 


New York, March 19.—()—The 
American and National leagues each 
have increased in value over a mil- 
lion dollars a year since 1915, Jacob 
Ruppert, owner of the New York 
Yankees, said. Ruppert: placed the 
present value of the sixteen teams in 
baseball’s premier circuits at $50,- 


000. 

When the Yankee’s colonels, Rup- 
pert and T. L. Huston, bought ths 
club in 1915, they paid $260,000. It 
is doubtful whether $3,000,000 would 
purchase the Yankees today, for Rup- 
pert declared that Babe Ruth alone, 
when he has completed his present 
three-year contract with the team, 
will represent an investment of $600,- 
000, including salary and purchase 
price. 

Ruppert set the valuation of each 
major league at $25,000,000 at pres- 
ent quotations, whereas he said both . 
leagues did not exceed the sum in 
value 12 years ago. 

This amazing growth, Ruppert 
said, was due to the influence of oth- 
er sports and to the added leisure of 
present-day Americans. “The Ameri- 
can idea used to be to work early 
and late.

PUPULAR IN EUROPE 


While England may be justly cred- 
ited with the early development and 
the popularizing of Knight-engined 
motor cars, it is not generally known 
that the dual sleeve valve engine was 


invented by a Chicago engineer over 
°’4 years ago. The first automobiles 
powered with engines of this type to 
be manufactured in this country were 
built by the F. B. Stearns company. 
Cleveland, Ohio, in 1911, although as 
early as 1908 several of the leading 
European manufacturers were build- 
ing many cars having Knight engines. 

The early lead established by Euro- 
pean manufacturers in building cars 


teresting study 
the basic patents awarded to Charles 
Y. Knight, of Chicago, covering the 
principle of the sleeve valve engine 
over the other types of engines then 
in use. 

In 1908 one of the leading car 
manufacturers in each of the four 
European countries was producing 
cars powered with Knight type en- 
gines and as the result of the sensa- 
tion these cars created in motoring 
circles, this type of car immediately 
became one of the most popular in 
the Jarger car class. The manufac- 


turers of cars of this type in Europe 
at the time were Daimler company, 
England; Minerva, of Belgium; Mer- 
cedes, in Germany, and the Panhard 
and Lavassor company, in France. 

Hearing of the striking performance 
of the Knight-engined cars in Europe, 
the Stearns company in 1908 began 
their first experimental . work on 
Knight-engined cars. It was not until 
1911 that the first -Stearns-Knight 
models were offered for sale and it 
called for considerable courage at that 
time to introduce a radical change in 
engine design to motorists who re- 
garded any new idea with the utmost 
suspicion. From 1911 to the present 
time, sleeve valve cars have been 
built continuously by the Stearns 
company and one of the most strik- 
ing cars of this year is their new 
eight-in-line Knight-engined car, hav- 
ing 100 horsepower and a speed in 
excess of SO miles per hour. 

Willys-Overland, Inc., up to this 
vear, was the only other producer of 
Knight-engined private passenger 
cars, concentrating upon building 
automobiles of this type. The first 
Willys-Knight models were produced 
nearly 14 years ago and today Willys- 
Overland, Inc., is the largest manu- 
facturers of sleeve valve engined cars 
in the world. 

Early this spring another large 
company, recently formed to build 
Knight-engined cars exclusively on a 
quantity production basis, will intro- 
duce a six-cylinder sleeve valve en- 
gined car to sell in the $1,000 price 
field.

First, let us see just what the fixed |

One thing the fixed condenser does 
is to build up capacity, this we will 
not dwell on here, as the article would 
be rather of length to explain fhis 
working in receiving sets. The other 
duty of the fixed condenser is to by- 
pass radio frequency current and to 
prevent direct current from passing 
from one circuit to another. 

For example, when we put a fixed 
condenser across the terminals of a 
“B” battery, radio frequency current 
will pass through the condenser before 
it, goes through the “B” battery, be- 
cause the path of the condenser offers 
a free passage for this high frequency

Is Your Radio Set Noisy 


BY M. 0. MOSTELLER. 


Garvin Electric Co. 

It is very regrettable to note in 
the past little, or, no emphasis has 
been given to the audio frequency 
portion of a radio receiver. This is a 
most vital part. It is a very sensi- 
tive part and should be given great 
consideration. To make a: good set, 
good aerial, or, loop—good R. F. cir- 
cuit ample detection power. 


But, here’ is where we start, A de- 
tector tube should never be overload- 
ed, either with high filament, or, B 
current, as the result will be distor- 
tion-noiseg which are very undesir- 
able. After the radio frequency cur- 
rents have been purely rectified by 
the detector tube it is then fed into the 
audio amplifier. Here we find many 
different types. 

The “Gyp” transformer made its 
appearance early in the radio jndit®- 
try, now it has proven cheap, noisy 
and a perfect supply house of distor- 
tion, ruining many a good radio set. 
Next resistance coupled amplification 

was ushered in out of a very muchly 
deserved grave, theoretically, it seemed 
the cure-all, but it would not deliver 
the volume the fan desired, it required 
too much “B” supply. But still. some- 
thing new had to be brought in, the 
public demanded impedance, it was 
better, but some few engineers whis- 


pered in asides, “Husky transform- 
ers” those funny looking little capsules 
just could not do what miles of cop- 
per wire and a nice pile of iron could 
do., So, the impedanca, was choked 
to an inevitable death as the fan fed 
into it more volume, stronger signals, 
But at the moment of its death, those 
few who whispered “a pile of iron, 
miles of wire’ ushered in a new, old 
product. “The transformer” in it 
embodied . plenty of steel, plenty of 
wire. It was designed to carry the 
musical seale, the human voice in its 
natural reality. Two stages were 
enough, only two tubes can do the 
work of three, or, even four. 

The new and heavier transformers 
are going to rapidly replace many of 
the older means of audio power, be- 
cause they deliver ample volume,

The 
other members are Eugene QO. Sykes, 
of Mississippi, vice chairman, who is 
acting chairman; O. H. Caldwell, of 
New York : H. A. Bellows, of Minne- 
sota. and J. F. Dillon, of California. 

The committee in arranging for 
public hearings indicated that it was 
not disposed to call a general radio 
conference as suggested in some quar- 
ters. It was held by the commission 
that such a conference would involve 
a heavy expense on participants and 
that the conférence was not necessary 
or desirable at this time. 

The purpose of the hearings is to 
give those interested an opportunity 
to assist the commission by prese 
ing their views as to the general poli- 
cies to be followed in dealing with the 
congestion within the broadcasting 
band. General suggestions will 
sought for reducing interference. 
There will be no opportunity at this 
time for presenting individual claims 
or companies. That will come later.

Beethoven was born at Bonn, 
about December 16, 1770. He was a 
man of genuine simplicity and sin- 
cerity, emotionally tempestuous and 
expressed in his compositions “the 
complex emotion of confiding youth, 
then a sense of life’s perplexities with 
the courage that surmounts them, ana 
finally, the exhaustion of a soul, 
which renounces 
earthly affections and thirsts for ideal, 
solitary communion with the _ in- 
finite.” 
his life was spent in 
Vienna, where he had excellent pat- 
rons and was received in the best 
society. He studied with Mozart, 


Haydn. Neefe, Vander Xden, Ar- 
breehtshberger and Pfeiffer. At four 
years of age, his father compelled him 
to practice daily on the harpsichord 


(piano). At 11 Years of age he ap- 
peared 
tuoso. When his mother died at Bonn, 
after 1787, he had to assume the 
support of the family. He began 
teaching and making occasional pub- 
lic appearances. In 1795 he made his 
debut in Vienna, as a pianist, and 
with his “Concerts in C Major” won 
instant recognition. 

Beethoven had many friends 
Vienna but, because of his affliction, 
he shut himself in with his books 
and music and lived a solitary life. 
After he became deaf he found great 
comfort in books. He advanced the 
art of orchestration. The most strik- 
ing feature of his music is its dra- 


matic spirit which is heightened by | 


his instrumentation. 

The sonatas offer the best oppor- 
tunity of judging the individuality 
ef the great master. He wrote many 
stvles of composition, including over- 
tures, sonatas, concerts, chamber 
music, the opera “Fidele,” and an 
oratorio, “The Mount of Olives.’’ The 
eighth symphony was written when 
he was totally deaf. The grand ‘Mass 
D” was a three years’ labor. The 
ninth symphony: with: chorus, was 
his greatest production and was com- 
pleted in 1823. His title to fame lies 
in his unchallenged ‘superiority as a 
composer of symphonies. He was pre: 
eminent from all points of view, tech. 
nically, formally. aesthetically, in the 
cyclical form of instrumental music. 

The last four years of his life were 
spent in want and privation that he 
might bequeath more to an ungrate- 
ful nephew, whom he loved devoted- 
ly. He lived in an age when our mod- 
ern industrial world was just begin- 
ning, when people rode in coaches 
and read by candlelight. His great 
symphonies, written with a goose 
quill, have lived as classics, through 
advanced civilization and will con- 
tinue to live on—beautiful, sublime 
and immortal. He died at Vienna, 
March 26, 1827.

action. on the part of all other chap- 
ters of this organization.” 

I feel reasonably certain that a large 
majority of Georgia people will hearti- 
ly indorse the sentiment contained in 
the above resolution and will wish the 
U. D. C. godspeed in the good work 
they have thus begun. That similar 
action will be taken by various other 
chapters throughout Georgia and the 
entire south I have no doubt. And, in 
my opinion, it is altogether timely and 
commendable. My only regret is that 
it was not taken a quarter of a cen- 
tury Or more ago. 

I harbor no sectional animosities 
or prejudices whatsoever, but every 
one knows that few. histories have 
dealt fairly with the south, either in 
recording the war of the sixties or in 
chronicling the varied achievements 
of southern people. The result is that 
our own children have grown up 
without accurate knowledge of the at- 
tainments of southern people and 
without adequate insight into the 
lives, motives and ideals of those who 
gave their all for the south. 

Thus have they been denied the 
real vision of southern chivalry and 
service and sacrifice, their rightful 
inheritance of honer and glory and 
fame. Several weeks ago Atlanta 
school children were called upon to 
name the 10 or 12 greatest Ameri- 
cans in history. They began’ with 
Washington, concluded with Wilson, 
including Abraham Lincoln, and ex- 
cluded Robert E. Lee! This was not 
the fault of the Atlanta school chil- 
dren, but it is a severe indictment of 
those sectional historians, who have 
always been niggardly and unfair in 
their attitude towards the south.

Dear Madame Chairman: 
At the general convention of the 
United Daughters of the Confederacy 


in Savannah, Ga., November, 1924, 
a resolution was offered by our then 
historian general (now our president 
general) to set aside the sum of $350.,- 
000 as a historical foundation; the 
interest on same to be used in pre- 
senting southern history in its true 
light to the world, in any manner 
that may suggest itself, or that may 
seem fitting and proper to our orzant- 
zation, as opportunities may arise 
from time to time. 
Must Not Forget. 


This reselution was unanimously 
and enthusiastically adopted—and yet 
after two years have elapsed we find 
that less than $1,000 has been sent 
to the treasurer general for this pur- 
pose. Why? Daughters, we must not 
forget that one of the greatest works 
of the United Daughters is the preser- 
vation of true southern history—not 
only its preservation, but its publica- 
tion. The world must know the facts, 
neither colored by prejudice, nor dis- 
torted by. malice. 

We have given large sums for the 
erection of monuments to honor vur 
Confederate heroes, which was good. 
We are giving large sums to endow 
scholarships in the name of distinguish- 
ed sons of the south, to be used by 
southern boys and girls, which is bet- 
ier: but when we broadcast the truths

Voted In Richmond. 

At our recent convention in Rich- 
mond, it was voted upon recommenda- 
tion of our president general, that 
this matter be placed in the hands of 
a committee with power to act: and 
also that the historical foundation be 
called the Jefferson Davis Foundation 
to honor the president of the Confed- 
eracvy, who was himself one of the 
world’s great martyrs to the falsehoods 
of history written by his enemies. 
Your committee has given this sub- 
ject much time and thought, as we 
are all anxious to push this work to 
completion. It has been hanging fire 
for two years, let us delay no longer. 

The raising of this $30,000 has not. 
as yet been placed upon a quota 
basis, but by making an equal appor- 
{ionment among the membership, ac- 
cording to the figures of the registrar 
ceneral, we find that seventeen cents 
per capita, paid for three years will 
complete the amount in that time, — 

Surely each one of us can, give 
seventeen cents for three years to the 
creat cause of southern history! Your 
committee feels that it is only neces- 
sary to ask. Which division will be 
first to send its per capita for this 
vear to the treasurer general? We 
know that you will do it, so do it 
now! ; 

Let us go to Charleston—historie 
Charleston—where the first gun was 
fired in the making of Confederate 
historv—with the consciousness that 
we have fired our first volley in its 
vindication.

saved thee; go in peace.” 

This unnamed woman whp had 
come as a penitent to the Savior’s 
feet, the woman who had stood in 
the marketplace of sin, was, accord- 
ing to Bishop Mikell, eyen though 
he said he knew this belief was con- 
trary to all tradition, identical with 


Mary Magdalene out of whom Christ 


had cast seven evil spirits. Such was 
the repentent Magdalene whom ar- 


tists so wondrously depicted. Such ~ 


was she, for example, whom Correg- 
gio and Carlo Dolce left as a rich 
legacy to the world of art. 

Mary Magdalene is not to be con- 

fused with Mary of Bethany, thé 
speaker said. Her ministry, like that 
of a number of women composing 
the little band. who out of their 
substance contributed to the support 
of Jesus and His followers, might be 
termed the price of devotion. while 
that of Mary of Bethany represented 
the poetry of devotion. 
She to whom much had heen fore 
given because she had loved much, 
led the group of devoted women ag 
they went from place to place, sup 
plying the needs of Christ and His 
disciples. Then they went with them 
to Jerusalem where they heard the 
Savior’s trial before Pilate and fol- 
lowed the throng to Calvary. Of 
those who stood beside the cross, the 
Bible makes special mention of Mary, 
the mother of Jesus, Mary the wife 
of Cleophas and Mary Magdalene. 

After our Lord's death Joseph of 
Arimathea, one of His devoted fwol- 
lowers, asked Pilate for His body 
that he might himself lay it in a@ 
sepulchre of his own. The women 
having seen where the precious body 
lay. prepared spices for His burial. 
_ On the first day ef the week before 
if was yet light, Mary Magdalena 
hurried to the sepulchre. Finding 
the stone had been rolled from the 
mouth of the tomb,.- and thinking 
someone had taken away the body of 
her Lord, she hastened to tell Peter 
and John. John outran Peter and 
to this Bishop Mikell attached a 
spiritual significance. The last time 
Peter had seen the Savior was just 
after his denial of Him. when He 
had turned to look at Peter as the 
cock crowed. When they reached the 
sepulchre John did not enter bué 
eter went in and saw the linen 
clothes lying in such a way as to 
be one of the strongest of all evi- 
dences of Christ’s resurrection. 

After both John and Peter had 
gone to their homes, Mary Magdalene 
lingered near the sepulchre. Hearing 
someone approach she thought it te 
be the gardener, but with one spoken 
word, “Mary,”’ she answered “Rab- 
boni,.” which is to say, Master. 

“Touch Me not for I am not yet 
ascended to My Fathér; but go to 
My brethren and say I ascend unto 
My Father and your Father and te 
My God and your God.” Thus did 
Jesus Christ make Mary Magdalene 
not only the herald of His resurree- 
tion, but also of the new relationship 
that was to exist between Himself 
and His disciples. He would thence- 
forth be their Christ not after the 
flesh but after the spirit. 

Those who knew Him in spirit, 
said Bishop Mikell, are even more 
blessed than those who knew Him in 
the flesh. “Where two or three are 
gather together in My name, there 
am I in the midst.” were the Savior’s 
words. and St. Paul said: “Not I 
but Christ in me.’’ The lesson of 
Mary Magdalene teaches us, said the 
speaker, that we must love one ane 
other—first_ of all in the church, then 
in the world. Such love as this in- 
duced the writing of that marvelous- 
ly beautiful chapter xiii of I. Corin- 
thians, which knows neither race 
nor caste. It is jin stich a love, sach 
a divinely human love, that one finds 
the fulfilling of the law.

“For the second 
time since January 
lst, the populace 
has been electrified 
by the news that a 


in one suit has been 
dealt to a Bridge 
player. A_ Bridge 
expert has figured 
that a perfect hand 
can occur only once in each 158,853,- 
389,900 times; and, as two perfect 
hands have been dealt in the country 
in less than two months, no less than 
217,706,779,800 hands must have 
been dealt all told; and that in turn 
means that before the end of 1927 a 
total of 12 times 217,706,779,800 
hands will have been dealt, because, 
you see, in the Bridge game there 
are no seasonal layoffs. By dividing 
this total by 120,000,000 you may 
arrive at the number of Bridge hands 
that will be dealt for each man, wom- 
an and child in the United States dur- 
ing 1927.” 

Mathematicians tell me that the 
above figures are practically correct, 
so by multiplying the above named 
billions by 2 times 12 and then doing 


hand of 13 cards 


the necessary dividing by 120 million 
people, 365 days in the year, etc., we 
would reach the conclusion that every 
man, woman and chiid in the country 
must be dealing Bridge hands through- 
out every twenty-four hours at the 
rate of 12 minutes to each deal. 


That would not be extraordinary 
speed for those who are actually at 
play, but must be conceded to be a 
fair average considerirg the tender 
and advanced ages and other disabili- 
‘es of a vast number of those who 
(according .to the figures) must be 
playing the game. fFruly, in spite of 
w' * we have known about the popu- 
larity of Bridge, the seeming univer- 
sality of it comes as an astounding 
revelation: and, while I have heard of 
many “‘all night’? Bridge games, | 
was not prepared to learn that Bridge 
keeps all the people awake all of the 
time. The figures would suggest that 
we now should picture ‘‘two packs of 
cards with different backs” as part of 
the emergency equipment of every 
nurse and doctor, to the end that new 
arrivals in the world can cut into a 
rubber with their mothers and pro- 
fessional attendants without undue 
loss of time. 

Of course the waggish editorial 
writer of the Albany paper is convey- 
ing a polite and gentle intimation that 
either the figures are wrong or that 


the reports of nume.ous holdings of 
“perfect hands’? mus. be taken with 
several grains of salt. I have every 
confidence in the figures, and think 
that the explanation of the discrep- 
ancy between them and the reports 
must be looked for in the reports. 


Usually when a holding of all thir- 
teen cards of a suit is reported, 
reputable people certify to the occur- 
rence—frequently numerous _affi- 
davits are submitted in support of the 
report. I do not believe that any of 
these sponsors of the freak hands are 
consciously falsifying; but attribute 
the disproportion between probabili- 
ties and reported events to two main 
causes. First: when a new pack of 
cards, which would come arranged 
in suits, is shuffled with just one “‘rif- 
fle,’’ the chance of dealing all thir- 
teen cards of one of the suits to one of 
the players is enormously increased. 
Second (and probably most-frequent- 
ly the origin of the freak holdings) ; 
some practical joker ‘‘stacks’’ the 
cards or “‘rings in a cold deck,”’ and 
afterward is afraid or ashamed to 
make an explanation, or considers it 
smart to let his victims continue to be- 
lieve that the one-suit hand was a 
natural occurrence. One-suit hands, 
of course, will appear once in so often 
in the natural course of events (Mr. 
Sidney S. Lenz figures that each six- 


day-a-week player will have one ‘‘in 
Short intervals of 11,024,541 
years’); but such things cannot oc- 
cur naturally as often as the recents 
reports would indicate. 

In my personal experience of many 
years at Whist, Bridge and Auction 
Bridge tables, I never have seen a 
holding of more than ten cards of one 
suit, and I never have seen a complete 
two-suitor—that is, a hand void of 
two suits; although Mr. E. V. Shep- 
ard, an expert Bridge mathematician, 
tells me such a holding will occur ap- 
proximately once in eleven thousand 
deals. I evidently was not born under 
a curio-finding star. © 

The question most frequently asked 
is the number of combinations in 
which a pack of fifty-two cards can 
be distributed. I am informed that 
the answer is 53, 644,737,765,;488,- 
792,830,237,440,000, (1 confess I 
do not know how many that is); but 
if you are a ‘‘six-days a week player” 
and you accept another estimate of 
Mr. Lenz’s, viz., that such a player 
averages 14,400 deals per year, you 
can easily figure that in a little over 
3,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,000 
years, you will have seen every pos- 
sible combination; of course it is pos- 
sible that by that time you will have 
lost some of your interest in Bridge.

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What Has Happened to Justicer 


N THE, old days in Texas, be- 


fore the time of courts, if 

you beat a man to the draw 

and killed him the matter 

was regarded as_ closed. 

There were no charges and 
no trial. Justice never had to bother 
about such things. 


But now there are courts in Texas. 
When a man kills another man he 
must expect to have charges prefer- 
red against him and face a trial. Jus- 
tice must satisfy herself that the ac- 
cused man killed in self-defense. 


The Rev. J. Frank Norris did not 
exactly beat a man to the draw. As 
a matter of fact, the other man didn’t 
even have a gun on him. It was all 
a mistake, apparently. Norris said 
he had been under the impression the 
man intended pulling a gun on him. 
So he shot him—several times. 


And justice? Justice decided, ap- 
parently, that the old-fashioned prac- 
tice of waiting until you saw the other 
man’s gun was—well, old-fashioned. 
Norris was excused.

On July 17 last. the news flashed 

out over the country from Fort 
Worth, Tex., that the Rev. J. 
Frank Norris, outstanding 
fundamentalist preacher of 
the south, the man who had 
covered his eyes at the sight 
of New York’s immorality, 
the great fighting foe of 
liquor, late hours, cigarettes 
and modern styles, had killed 
a fellow human. 


The victim was one D. E. 
Chipps, wealthy Fort Worth 
lumberman. Chipps, accord- 
ing to the report, had come 
to warn Norris that he would 
have to stop his attacks 
against Mayor H. C. Meacham. In 
the heat of the talk the pastor had 
taken a gun out of a drawer, think- 
ing Chipps himself was reaching for 
a weapon, and had emptied the con- 
tents of the revolver into the other’s 
chest. 

That, at least, was the pastor’s 
story. And he was backed up by an 
eye-witness. The Rev. Norris had 
killed in self-defense. 


Man of God. 


As a sympathizer with that much- 
criticized guardian angel, justice, one 
can imagine that here was a rather 
embarrassing situation. The Rev. J. 
Frank Norris was no ordinary man. 
He was a man of God, a great 
spiritual leader, one in whom one 
would expect to 
find a very fine 
sense. of righteous- 
ness. 


And here he 
was—a killer. 


Of course min- 
isters have killed 
before. Just be- 
cause they wear 
frocks does not re- 
lieve them of the | 
passions of other 
humans. But this 
was Frank Norris, 
the Texas. Tor- 
nado, the’ great 
champion of the 
Bible, the outrag- 
ed voice crying in 
the wilderness of 
modern depravity. 


It was shocking 
news, indeed. Mr. 
Norris was well- 
known all over the country—New 
York wasn’t the only city he had 
spoken to about morals and things. 
He had the largest. Sunday school in 
the world, it was said. In hs way 
he had been as successful as Aimee 
Semple McPherson. 

And here he was, charged with the 
terrible crime of murder.

But let us get away_from that for 
a while. Thére is more to the-story 
of J. Frank Norris than merely the 


story of that melodramatic scene in 


his study last July. 

Not that this scene, this sudden 
killing, was totally unconnected with 
anything else in the life of the man. 
No. One might say that all that went 
before, all the hatred of sin that 
burned in his breast, all the hot fight- 
ing against the forces of evil, all’ the 
passion of a man with a divine mes- 
sage, went into those brief convulsive 
pressures that released the bullets that 
day, last July. 

Norris Weds. 

Norris was born September 18, 

1877, at Dadesville, Ala., in the heart 


Rev. Dr. J. Frank Norris, acquitted of the slaying. 


of what H. L. Mencken, arch-enemy 
of the fundamentalists, has called, the 
Bible Belt. The family moved to 
Texas when Frank was eleven, locat- 
ing first at Hubbard City, later. at 
Irene, Tex., and then again back at 
Hubbard. Norris taught a class in 
the Hubbard public school for three 
years, until he was twenty-one, and 
then entered Baylor university at 
Waco, Texas. 

While at Baylor young Norris: won 
considerable fame as an orator and 
debater, and he also won the daugh- 
ter of Rev. J. M. Graddy. Miss 
Graddy was a fellow student at the 
university. Norris next attended the 
Southwestern Baptist Theological 
Seminary, where he received a de- 

gree in theology. He 
was one of the gradu- 
ates appointed to de- 
liver one of the com- 
mencement addresses. 
The early years of 
his work as a minister 
were not very eventful. 
His first pastorate was 
at Mount Calm, where 
he served four years. 
Upon his’ graduation 
from the seminary he 
Started a church in Dal- 
las and in three years 
had a $75,000  struc- 
ture and 600 members. 
Then he became editor 
of the Baptist Stand- 
ard, official Baptist 


publication, and -began ° 


to make a noise in his 
part of the country. 
One day he received 
a letter from an aged 
woman in a little Texas town. She 
said her son, employed in a bank, had 
committed suicide after it had been 
learned he was short in his accounts. 
He had stolen the money, she said, to 
bet on the races. Norris investigated 
conditions at the tracks, and the fol- 
lowing week carried an expose under 
the caption ‘Racing at the Fair 


Grounds a Gambling Hell.” 

The following January—the vear 
was 1910—Norris went before the 
State legislature in person and cham- 
pioned the anti-race track bill. He 
met some of the most renowned law- 
years of the state in joint debate be- 
fore the legislature, and defeated 
them. At any rate, the bill was 
passed. 

Church Fireworks. 

In recognition of his work the 
preacher received the five pens vari- 
ous State officials had used in signing 
the law. 

Norris had fought so strenuously 
in this movement that he felt 
impelled, to resign his pas- 
torate and go west for his 
health. Upon his return he 
went to Fort Worth as pas- 

tor of the First Baptist 
church, which at that 
time had less than 300 
members. His first of- 
ficial act was to fire the 
entire board of deacons 
and appoint a new 
board. 


His explanation was 
that he wanted. only 
deacons who were in 
sympathy with his 
ideas. 

In 1911 the church 
was damaged by fire to the extent of 
$8,000, and a few nights later it was 
completely destroyed. Friends of the 
pastor said that his enemies had start- 
ed the fires. The other faction went 
so far as to assert that the fires had 
been started by the pastor himself. 

Norris was indicted for arson, 
after an investigation by a_ grand 
jury, but was acquitied on an in- 
Structed verdict. 

And the fight went on. 

The fighting pastor took an active 
part in the Tarrant county local op- 
tion campaign in 1916. He concern- 
ed himself to such an extent in this 
affair that a group of men met in the. 
leading hotel and by a rising vote de- 
manded that Norris leave town within 
thirty days. Norris replied by plas- 
tering the city 


very forcefully and convincingly. 
Thousands thronged Norris’ huge tab- 
ernacle, but they heard. no mention 
of the cattleman or his son. 


But this seems to have been an ex- 
ception. Usually Frank Norris spoke 
out, not caring who was hit, and ap- 
parently daring his enemies to do 
their worst. It was a popular and 
profitable course for him, for his con- 
gregation increased by leaps and 
bounds until in time they came to 
number some 8,000, an extraordinary 
congregation in a city of the size of 
Fort Worth. 

When the prohibition law went into 
effect, and the inevitable bootlegger 
had appeared in Fort Worth, the pas- 
tor-anmounced one day that on the 
following Sunday he would name the 
official responsible for conditions. 
Ten thousand inhabitants the follow- 
ing Sabbath heard Norris name the 
federal judge of the district as the 
man responsible. 

The judge, it appeared, had been 
levying rather light fines. 

Mrs. Norris, mother of four chil- 
dren, also took a very active part in 
church affairs. It was her practice to 
deliver a sermon every Sunday to 
women only. 

In 1921 the minister began editing 
and publishing the Searchlight, the of- 
ficial publication of the First Baptist 
church. The circulation in time 
reached 60,000, or so it was claimed. 
lt was in this publication that Norris 
exercised much of his talent for de- 
nouncing evil. Like Aimee McPher- 
son he also had a radio broadcasting 
station installed. 

He had been heard to say that he 
feared no one, for he had a pulpit, 
a newspaper, and a radio station, and 
with that combination he could con- 
duct’ a successful campaign against 
any one. 

Eventually he became something 
of a national figure, and his services 
were so much in demand throughout 
the country that he came to spend 
only about six months of the year in 
Fort Worth. He filled revival en-

the Rev. J. Roach Straton, the Fort 
Worth pastor gained much _ public 
notice through his denunciations. His 
view was not that New York was go- 
ing to hell, as Dr. Straton had 
thought, but was already in hell. 

“The modern dance is nothing but 
an excuse to stir up sex,’’ he told 
crowds at the Calvary Baptist church 
in New York. “All this talk about it 
being the spirit of rhythm and the like 
is rot. When our mothers and fathers 
danced they touched the tips of their 
fingers and their toes. Now every- 
thing between the fin- 
gers and toes 
touches.”’ 

He declared _ that 
the clothes worn by 
young women today 
are degrading.”’ He 
shouted’ that the 
“‘woman who smokes 
cigarettes here will 
smoke in the _ here- 
after.” 

And this is the man 
who, on a sultry aft- 
ernoon in July, 1926, 
took a revolver out 
of a drawer in his 
Study and emptied its 
contents into another 
man’s chest. 

Dr. Norris gave 
himself up to the po- 
lice at once, giving a 
detailed explanation 
for his act. He said Chipps had called 
him on the telephone -and averred 
that he was coming to “settle’’ with 
the pastor. -Chipps came rushing into 
the study without knocking. 

_ “Tam going to kill you for what 
you said in your sermon!’ cried 
Chipps, according to Norris. 


The latter remonstrated with him 
and told him he did not want to have 
any trouble. Norris said he walked 
to the door of his office and invited 
the man to leave. Chipps repeated 
his threats, insisting that the pastor 
would have to stop his attacks upon 
Mayor Meacham. The attacks had 
been of late in connection with a cer- 
tain purchase of land by the city, a 
purchase that would benefit 
Meacham’s own property, 
according to Norris. 


The late D. 


history of the church assembled to 
hear the released pastor speak. The 
auditorium, which seated 6,000, was 
jammed, and there were hundreds 
outside the doors. 

Dr. Norris took his text from the 
eighth chapter of the Book of. Ro- 
mans. He spoke without his usual 
gestures, standing quietly with his 
hands behind his back, within fifty 
feet of the spot where Chipps had 
collapsed under the hail of lead. 

“Who is he that condemns?” ask: 
ed the preacher. ‘‘All condemnatioa 
was passed on Him. 
And there can be no 
condemnation on those 
that are in Him. If 
God is for us who can 
be against us? All 
things work together 
for Him who is called 
God.” 

Justice’s Predicament. 

After the _ services, 
which included music 
from pianos, played by 
relays of pianists, and 
hymns by a chorus of 
700, several hundred 
of the congregation 
crowded up to the plat- 
form and shook the 
pastor’s hand. Some of 
them embraced _ him. 
And the local tele- 
graph office was kept 
busy bringing the tele- 
grams-that poured in from all over 
the country. 

It was, as we have said, a very em- 
barrassing position for justice. 

Dr. Norris himself tried to help 
matters out a little a few days later 
when he demanded that the grand 
jury indict him so that he might have 
a “fair and open chance te be clear- 
ed.’’ He feared that the jury might 
decide not to indict. The indictment 
was voted July 29. 

But though he wanted a trial the 
accused man did not want to be tried 
in Fort Worth. He believed he could 
not get a fair trial in Tarrant county. 
He had been busying himself for 
years in local affairs, and a great 
many inhabitants did not approve of

theoretic and abstract idealism 
freqvently fails to reckon with 
the stubborn reali- 
‘ties of life.

While this much may be freely ad: 
mitted, yet it does not carry with it 
the necessity of militarizing all of our 
educational institutions including even 
the high school. The authorized mili- 
tary schools should be sufficient. 
What we are called spon to resist to- 
day is a “‘frenzied militarism.”’ 

The war department is persistent- 
ly pursuing the same course for which 
we so roundly abused Germany in 
1914. 

This undue activity of the war de- 
partment has been clearly and force- 
tully stated by the New York Chris- 
tian Advocate, leading publication of 
the Methodist Episcopal church, ‘‘The 
war department can have no right to 
feel aggrieved if its announced plan to 
finance college seniors in needy cir- 
cumstances is regarded with suspicion 
by a large number of citizens. The 
war department has been so unfortu- 
nate in many-of its spokesmen on the 
matter of military training in schools 
and colleges that it is inevitable that 
such plans as the one announced will 
be closely examined. Some of the 
war department officials and army of- 
ficers in discussing compulsory mili- 
tary training have exhibited the char- 
acteristic evil traits of the militaristic 
mind—intolerance and abusiveness of 
any who disagree with their opinions. 

The present scheme is to finance 
one hundred young men through their 
Senior year, beginning next Septem- 
ber. The tuition costs will be paid by 
the war department with the under- 
standing that students enlist for short 
terms in the army—nine months to 
be served while at college and nine 
months in army camps after gradua- 
tion. This looks a little bit too much 
like buying up men and public 9opin- 
ion. This move comes at a time 
when compulsory military training in 
colleges is growing increasingly un- 
popular among large numbers of stu- 
dents and is meeting determined op- 
position. 
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or how tong 


Those in the war department and 
army, whose simple method in pro- 
paganda for compulsory military 
training was to denounce as senti- 
mentalists or >acifists or ‘“‘enemies of 
the republic” anyone opposed to such 
training, aave been badly cramped in 
their style by President Coolidge’s op- 
position to compulsory military train- 
ing in colleges. Even the most zeal- 
ous bureaucrat must hesitate a mo- 
ment before calling the president of 
the United States a pacifist or an 
enemy of the country! 


This invasion of the college campus 
by the war department armed with 
mnoney bags 'ooks like one more ex- 
tension in the evident campaign of 
the war department to militarize the 
colleges.”’ - 

Dr. S. Parkers Cadman, president 
of Federal Council of churches when 
asked as to Ms attitude towards com- 
pulsory military training replied: “I 
do absolutely, stand where I did, and 
{ have never regretted it and I do 
not propose retreat. After I made 
an address which was so rudely and 
unnecessarily interrupted a_ tew 
months ago, although | did not know 
it at the time, 1 was pleased to see 
that my sentiments were already 
those of our esteemed president of 
the United States of America, so that 
[ have the honor of following the 
honored magistrate of the nation in 
this respect. I am against compul- 
sory military training in a free de- 
mocracy like the United States of 
America.” 

The recent protest against com- 
pulsory military training in various 
colleges throughout the country, the 
action taken against it by the twenty- 
eight religious denominations repre- 
sented at the conference in Wash- 
ington last December, and a similar 
action by the college youth recently 
gathered in convention, all combine 
to emphasize the fact that compulsion 
in this matter is becoming an acute is- 
sue. Outside of Australia and Japan, 
in no country but our own has mili- 
tarism invaded the public schools and 
colleges. 

Secretary Hughes, who, after study- 
ing what premiers, parliaments, bank- 
ers, and editors are doing and saying, 
declared: “So far as we can see into 
the future, the United States is not in 
the slightest danger of aggression. In 
no single power and in no possible 
combination of powers lies any men- 
ace to our security.”’ 

1 am most concerned in this article 
over the flagrant break of the church 
institutions with their own highest 
traditions.

Sue is involved declare: in favor of a 
Prussian militarism of the old regime. 

Shall we as churchmen in our 
breath proclaim loyalty to doctrinal 
traditions and in the next breath break 
with the best traditions of our insti- 
tutions by thrusting upon our own 
sons that which we were unwilling to 
bear. 

The church institutions should 
Serve notice on the war department 
that Christian colleges cannot be 
bought with a few pieces of silver. 

President Daniel L. Marsh says: 
‘Military drill was started as a com- 
pulsory course in Boston University 
College of Business Administration 
with the opening of the school year 
in 1918. As the time approached last 
spring for issuing the new catalog, 1 
felt that the time had come for the 
abolition of the compulsory feature— 
and it was abolished. The decision 
was not impulsive and.the action was 
not precipitate. It was a subject on 
which I had thought much and con- 
cerning which I had deep convictions. 
You had placed me in a position 
where in the final analysis, I was re- 
sponsible. I accepted the responsibil- 
ity, and the course was changed from 
compulsory to optional. 

My reasons for abolishing the com- 
pulsory feature 
stated as follows: 


ist. Because | am an American, 
and believe in America. I am op- 
posed to Russianizing, Prussianizing, 
or Europeanizing America. Compul- 
sory military drill is foreign to the 
genius of America. 

2d. Because I stand shoulder to 
Shoulder with all good Americans in 
their opposition to war. Some feel 
that a high state of military prepar- 
edness is the best guaranty against 
war. [I do not agree with them. It 
seems to me that an accurate read- 
ing of history shows that military pre- 
paredness creates the will to war in- 
stead of the will to peace. Just be- 
cause America is rich and powerful is 
all the more reason why she should 
be an exantple to the rest of the 
world.” This does not mean that 1 
would not go to war when necessary. 
[ am not a “pacifist” in the modern 
meaning of that term. If America’s 
life or ideals should be imperiled, | 
would advocate the conscription of 
human life for their defense, and | 
would go further than that; | would 
insist upon the conscription of wealth 
and labor as the counterpart of the 
conscription of life. 

3d. Because | believe in Boston 
university. It was not founded to 
train men to fight. It was chartered 
to ‘“‘promote virtue and piety, and 
learning in the languages and the lib- 
eral and useful arts and sciences.”’ It 
is set for an education that means un- 
folding of personality, the cultivation 
of ideals, the bestowal of vision, the

clarifying of purpose, the strengthen- 
ing of will, the development of pow- 
er. Is it not an anomaly to require 
a young man to take two years of 
military drill before he can receive 
an academic degree from Boston uni- 
versity? In sticking to its business of 
education, the university serves the 
nation best. Government by force 
has become a tragic failure. Men 
tired of physical domination. 
They are in mood to try out the ideal 
of government by instruction. Long- 
fellow has expressed it well: 


“Were half the power that fills the 
world with terror, 
Were half the wealth bestowed on 
camps and courts, 
to redeem the human 
from error, 
There were no need of arsenals or 
forts.”

4th. | am opposed to compulsory 
military drill because | try to be a 
Christian. I do not say that those 
who differ with me are not trying to 
be Christians. But | must make my 
actions square with my own best con- 
victions. If [! understand the spirit 
of Christianity, it is opposed to war, 
and the best interpreters of Chris- 
tianity are opposed to a_ high 
State of military preparedness be- 
cause, in the past, instead of guaran- 
teeing peace it has only guaranteed 
war. The inspiration of our opposi- 
tion to compulsory military drill does 
not come from the Russia of today— 
that it does is a charge too silly to be 
noticed.. Our inspiration comes from 
the Palestine of long ago. However, 
the fact that we have allowed the 
course to remain as an optional one, 
and that it is paired with scientific 
physical training, shows that I am not 
rabid on the subject. { am perfectly 
willing to have all of our students 
take military drill if they cheose to 
do so. My opposition is to the com- 
pulsory feature of it.

I don’t know for I have never 
been in China, but in their art, and in their 


architecture they have a marvelous sense 
of the fantastic and the bizarre. Little bits 


of chinese carving can be possessed of a 


marvelous sense of the ludicrous. The ani- 
mals whether drawn or painted, actually 
knew how to laugh and their architecture is 
full of queer and amusing details which are 
as pleasant to the eye as Chinese lanterns or 
a display of Chinese fireworks.
